In the middle of July, 1914, 
Director Muhlon met Helfferich in 
Berlin. The latter told him that the 
Austrians had been consulting the 
kaiser. They were going to send an 
ultimatum to Serbia, the terms of 
which they submitted to the kaiser 
and which he emphatically approved. 
He also assured them that he would 
mobilize if Russia did, and that this 
would mean instant war. Dr. Muhlon 
asked if it would mean a world war, 
and Hefferich replied that he feared 
so, but that possibly the conflict 
might be localized. 
Bitectc Muhlon went back to Es- 
gen and at once told what he had 
heard to Herr Krupp von Bohlen. 
But that officer of the great war plant 
already knew it. He had had it a 
few days before from the kaiser him- 
self in strictest secrecy. This time, 
the kaiser had assured Krupp von 
Bohlen, people would see that he did 
not retreat. The allusion was piob- 
ably to the Morocco affair, when 
Germany threatened to fight but fin- 
ally backed down. Herr Krupp von 
Bohlen, according to Dr. Muhlon, 
was very emphatic upon the kaiser’s 
determination to have a war over 
‘ Serbia. “The kaiser’s repeated in- 
sistence that this time nobody would 
be able to accuse him of indecision 
had been almost comic.” 
So Dr. Muhlon, quoting his_ col- 
league, Krupp von Bohlen. Is he 
elling the truth? The matter was 
brought up in the reichstag. But the 
government spokesman, Vice-Chan- 
cellor von Payer, contented himself 
with stating that “the two highly 
laced gentlemen” adduced by Dr. 
whlon—mean Helfferich and Krupp 
yon Bohlen—had written that he was 


ter, von Jagow, that he did not at the 
time know of the ultimatum to Ser- 
bia. Apparently, it was carefully 
kept from him so that Germany 
could say that she was officially un- 
aware of it. But thé kaiser knew of 
it; and von Jagow found, when he 
was finally called in, that.“the kaiser 
had so committed himself that-it was 
too late, and there.was nothing more 
to be done.” 

Nobody can anticipate the full and 
final verdict of history on the trans- 
actions which brows on the war. 
But we have already seen disappear 
even in Germany the pretence that 
she was the intended victim of an ag- 
gressive attack. With it is vanishing 
the legend that the kaiser honestly 
sought to prevent the war. That 
other German secret, now detected, 
that France was to be called upon to 
surrender Toul and Verdun—a de-

And with these facts 
now common knowledge, the kaiser’s 
posing as a disappointed pacifist will 
simply make the world wonder if he 
believes that crime can be expiated 
by hyprocrisy.—From the New York 
Evening Post.

iMust Only Send Articles 


By Written Request 


Postal Regulations as to Parcels for 
Members of U. 8, Expedi- 
tionary Force 


The Dominion postal.authorities 
have sent the following circular to 
all postmasters in Canada: 

“Postmasters are hereby informed 
that parcels for members and in- 
dividuals connected with the United 
States expedition: forces in Eur- 
ope must not be -dcapasshed unless 
they contain such articles only as are 
being sent at the written request of 
the addressee, approved by his regi- 
mental or higher commander of an 
executive officer of the organization 
with which he is connecte 

“Postmasters must secure the as- 
surance of the sender, in each case, 
that all the’ articles contained in the 
parcel are sent at the addressee’s ap- 
proved. written request, and that such 
request is enclosed in the parcel by 
requiring the sender to place on the 
wrapper of the parcel under his name 
and address, the following endorse- 
ment: “That this parcel contains only 
articles sent at approved request of 
addressee, which is enclosed,” 

he approved written request 
must be enclosed in the parcel, 

“Parcels whether sealed or unseal- 
ed containing articles not being sent 
in accordance with approved written 
request must not be accepted for 
mailing. Such articles when offered 
for mailing must be returned to the 
sender. 

“These instructions are issued on 
account of an order from the United 
States war department. 

“The Canadian post office depart- 
ment is informed that this action. is 
prompted by military necessity, and 
postmasters are hereby instructed to 
enforce rigidly the instructions given 
above.” 


Study Effects of Weather 


To Determine the Influence of the 
Weather Upon Farm Crops 

An article in the census and statis- 
tics monthly of July, 1916, (Vol. 9, 
No. 95, p. 196) described certain de- 
velopments respecting agricultural 
meteorology in foreign countries, es- 
pecially Russia, and reference was 
also made therein to the establish- 
ment of a new section of agricultural 
meteorology by the Dominion Met- 
torological Service at Toronto. The 
object of this section, which is now 
in charge of Mr. A. J. Connor, M.A., 
is to study scientifically the effects of 
meteorological phenomena upon the 
growth and yield of field crops. Rec- 
ords for the purpose are being taken 
by officers of the Dominion peri- 
mental Farms.’ 

As observations on the effects of 
the weather upon agricultural crops 
necessarily form an important part 
of the general remarks made by crop 
correspondents in their monthly re- 
ports to the census and statistics of- 
ce, it is considered advisable that 
these should in future be, as far as 
possible, systematized and correlated 
with the work of the Dominion Met- 
eorological office and of the Domin- 
ion Experimental Farms. 

Accordingly, as the results of com- 
munications Letween the census and 
statistics office and Sir Frederick 
Stupart, director of the Dominion 
Meteorological Service, arrangements 
have been made by which, during the 
growing season from May to Sep- 


the census and statistics office will 
be asked to observe and record the 
following natural phefomena respect- 
ing wheat: (1) date of appearance 
above ground; (2) date of first gen- 
eral sowing; (3) dates of heading, 
flowering and reaching of milk stage 
and (4) date of first cutting, date 
when cutting is general and date of 
completion of cutting.

Why Depth Charge Is Death to 
U-boats 

The effectiveness of the depth 
charge is based on the fact that wat- 
er cannot be compressed and will 
carry in ali directions the force of 
an explosion below the surface, The 
force follows the line of least resis- 
tance, the hollow interior of a ship 
against which a torpedo has burst or 
the frailer submarine at some dis- 
tance from the explosion.

T.N.T. set off deep under water, will 
entirely destroy any deeply submer- 

ed U-boat within 125 feet of it. The 

estructive effects is greatest at low- 

er depths because the liberated gas- 
scs cannot so casily escape to the 
surface. 

An uncanny invention of F, R. 
Lewis, of New York, is being tried. 
It is a depth charge, equipped with 
a powerful electro magnet and a tank 
of compressed air. - Floating fifteen 
feet below the surface, it is attracted 
toward the iron hull of a submarine 
passing close by while at the same 
time a magnetic valve releases the 
air, propelling it towards its victim. 
It attaches itself to the hull and is 
quite harmless until the U-boat dives 
lower; then comes the explosion. 

Skill and dash are required in 
chasing a U-boat which has shown 
its periscope above the surface, I 
the bomb misses, the explosion sends 
a column of clear water into the air, 
but if it reaches its mark, a ring of

The Foremost 
British Airman 


Bugle Boy Is Now Britain’s Star 
Among Aviators ; 


Every honor for valor that a Brit- 
ish officer can gain has been won by 
Capt. James Byford McCudden, the 
star British airman, who has just 
been awarded the Victoria Cross. His 
other distinctions, in the order of 
their award, include the Distinguish- 
ed Service Order, a bar to the D.S. 
O., the Croix de Guerre, Military 
Cross, bar to the Military Cross, and 
the Military Medal. 


McCudden, who is now twenty- 
three years old, entered the British 
army as a bugler cight years ago. 
He went to France as a private in 
the original expeditionary force. 
Having had some experience in the 
air he was pressed into service as 
an observer at Mons and gave valu- 
able information of enemy move- 
ments during the retreat. From a 
sergeant he was promoted to a com- 
missioned rank as an observer and 
quickly won fame for his handling 
of a machine gun in aerial fighting. 
Since he has had more than’ one 
hundred flights without ever having 
sustained a wound. 

Fifty-four Germans -airplanes have 
been accounted for by Capt. McCud- 
den, Of these forty-two have been 
destroyed, nineteen of them on the 
British side of the lines. On two 
occasions the British star nas totally 
destroyed four two-seater enemy air- 
planes on the same day, and on the 
last occasion all four machines were 
destroyed in the space of one hour 
and thirty minutes. With his squad- 
ron he has participated in seventy- 
eight offensive. patrols, and on at 
least thirty other occasions he has 
crossed the enemy lines alone, either 
in pursuit of or in quest of enemy 
airplanes, 

“This officer is considered,” says 
the official London Gazette, “by the 
record which he has made, by his 
fearlessness and by the great service 
he has rendered to his country, de- 
serving of the very highest honor.”

Wilful Waste of Food 


Canada Food Board Will Deal Se- 
verely With Offenders 


Wilful waste of any food or food 
products or waste resulting from 
carelessness or from imperfect stor- 
age facilitics, has been made illegal 
and subject to penalties by order of 
the Canada food board. By _ the 
responsibility is 
laid upon private citizens to cee that 
no food is lost by being kept too 
long or kept in improper conditions. 
If a private citizen has reason to be- 
lieve that a cold storage warehouse, 
restaurant or hotel is wasting 
he has now the op- 


the municipal authorities t 
knowledge that the law is behind 
him, At a time like this, when food 
is so scarce in the world and so high 
in price even in Canada where com- 
parative abundance still prevails, vit 
is the positive duty of the private cit- 
izen to uphold the law against waste 
and to carry out the full spirit of the 
law in his own household and in his 
own daily routine, F "i 

In the past it has beer the habit of 
many people to complain bitterly 
about tack of regulations in regard 
to wa:te and to lay responsibility 
upon the Dominion government, The 
constant remark was “Why does not 
the government do something? The 
cold storage in some far off city like 
Winnipeg would develop some im- 


perfection and some thousands of 
pounds of food’ would be _ spoiled 
then immediately would arise the 


question, “Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment do something?” The fact that 
local initiative might ‘do something 
was slow to occur to many g00 
people. The new order against 
waste makes it abundantly clear that 
the government has “done some- 
thing.” It has, in fact, done all it 
could without creating special and 
expensive. machinery to do more, It 
has followed ‘the principle of local 
entorcement and the decentraliza- 
tion of authority. It has provided 
sti? fines tor those who break the 
law against waste of food and it has 
provided that prosecutions be under- 
taken by local officers. Thus, if the 
municipal health inspector or any 
municipal otmcer discovers waste in 
a local cold storage warehouse, e 
lays the charge before a police mag- 
istrate or two justices of the peace 
and, securing a conviction, secures 
one-half the fine for his municipal- 
ity. Similarly in the case of a pro- 
vincial officer securing a conviction. 
The penalties are fairly stiff ones. 
The fines being limited to amounts 
between $109 and $1,000 with the al- 
ternative of insrisonment up to 
three months. If circumstances war- 
rant it, and wastefulness by neglect 
be flagrant, both fine and imprison- 
ment may be imposed. 
Further, if local authorities learn 
that food is being held when it 
should be sold for fear of spoiling, 
they have only to notify the Canada 
food board. The board is in_ its 
turn authorized to notify the offend- 
er that the goods must be immedi- 
ately sold and in default of obedi- 
ence, the board itself may step in and 
seize the goods and sell them, 
Most people in this country realize 
that there is a great war waging and 
that people on whom the world de- 
pends are in danger of starvation. 
Some few apparently do not. This 
new law will do much to teach them,

Have Plenty to Spare 


Provincial government figures on 
the agricultural wealth of Alberta 
show a phenomenal growth within 
the past few years and disclose a 
record that one would be inclined to 
doubt if not for the immeasurable 
possibilities of this vast common- 
wealth. For instance,-it is almost 
beyond belief that our production of 
grain has jumped from 19,333,266 
bushels from 591,614 acres twelve 
years ago, to 151,573,496 ‘bushels 
from.

ually increased, and so far as the 
purebreds business is concerned, 
there are no qualms as to the fu-} 
ture, for Alberta breeders are im- 
porting more high-class animals to- 
day, at advanced prices, then they 
ever did before, At the recent inter- 
national alone, Alberta breeders pur- 
chased thousands of dollars worth of 
prize-winning animals, A number of 
breeders are in the United States 
now, selecting herd headers and fe- 
male stock with which to broaden 
and improve their operations. The 
total val.e of our live stock today 
is $134,071,085, an increase of $15,- 
72,403 over 1916, 

Under these circumstances it is 
not surprising that there is an unpre- 
cedented demand for farm land. And 
the demand is not confined to wheat 
areas. New scttlers are recognizing 
the fact that mixed farming must al- 
ways be the backbone of agriculture 
in this province, and while there is 
an enormous call for straight wheat 
land, the wise farmers are investing 
in good mixed farming—something 
upon which they can build a perma- 
nent industry. 

With the potential 
which Alberta possesses, and the 
immense movement to the land on 
the part of native city folk and out- 
siders, it is only natural that Alberta 
is destined to play a very. important 
part in the winning of the war, if 
increased production will do it. 

It is conser, tively estimated that 
our acreage this year will be  ex- 
tended twenty per cent. There has 
been a ; henomenal demand for farm 
implements, repair parts ard tractors 
throughout the winter, and the  in- 
crease will come not only from the 
vast athount of new land sown, but 
from the larger areas put into crop 
by those already established on the 
farms of the province.—C. McLen-
